929 LIE, Cuttom of erecting Triumpbal Arches among the Fo- 
mans (a thing altogether unknown to the Gracians, till their 
acquaintance with them) moft certainly was not coeval with 
their Triumphs, which were within four years as long-liv'd 
as Romeit felf, For among the Greek, and Latin Authours of the ‘Ko- 
man Hiftory, who have been fo accurate in enumerating all their So- 
lemnities, efpecially which concerned their Splendour , and Magnifi- 
cence,we find not any mention of them till the time of the ‘Roman Empe- 
rours. Indeed of Triumphs, as ofall other things, the Beginnings feem 
to have been but tude. At firft nothing more then the Spoils hung up 
atthe houfe of the Conquerour.

This rudenefs of the firft Triumphs, evenamong the Romans, will 
fufficiently appear, if we compare the Triumph of Komalus, mention’d by 
Livy,Dionyfins Halicarnaffenfis, and ' Plutarch,with the excefsive Pomp, 
and Magnificence of the latter , ofwhich we fhall give an inftance 
in this Difcourfe. The greateft Monument of which Magnificence, 
the Triumphal Arches, aswehave faid, was not heard of betore Fulius 
Cefar. ‘Yistrue, there is ftill retain'd at Rome the memory of Arcus 
Romuli,and Camilli, But ‘tis certain, it appears not whether they were 
Trinmphal eArches, or no ,anditis very queftionable , whether they 
bear their true Titles. For Fiiny, who flourifh’din the time of Ve- 
Spafian the Emperour, callsthem novitinm inventum, a new invention : 
whofe Authority much out-weighs thofe empty Titlesof Avens Romuli, 

and 


pafsingto His CoronarTion, 3 


and Camilli, of which there is no ancient Record. Yet,that they were 
in ule before Fulius Cefar almoft one Century of years, ha’s been conje- 
ctured out of thefe words of Afconius Pedianus , an Authour, againft 
whom there is no exception , and who liv’dfome years before Pliny : 
Fornix Fabianus, arcus eff JuxtaRegiam in Sacra via, a Fabio Cenfore con- 
frrutlus, qui, a devittis eA llobrogibus, Allobrox cognominatus est , ibique 
fratua cjus pofita propterea eft; The Fabian Arch is nigh the Palace of Komulus 
in the Sacred way, built by Fabius the Cenfor, who, from his Vittory over the 
Allobroges, had the firname of Allobrox ; for which his Statue was placed 
there. That he triumph’d upon this Victory, we have ample teftimo- 
ny from the Marbles not long fince digg’d up at Rome, formerly pre- 
ferved in the Capitol. Neverthelefs, thofe wordsof Afconius do evi- 
dently conclude the contrary : for he fays exprefly built by Fabius (en- 
four. is Cenfourthip isreferred by Sigonins and Pighius to the Year 
U.C. DCXLYV. his Triumph happened anno DCX XXIII. 
as appears from the Marbles now mention’d,

Whenceit is clear the Arch was built long after his Triumph. Andf 
conceive his Statue was plac’d there rather in regard of his expences, 

then of his Victory fo long before obtain’d. Neither is it ftrange 

after the fpace of above feven hundred years, to find this altera- 

tion. We may obferve many other, but fhall onely take notice of 

two. Firft,The ancient Romans granted not the honour of Triumph to 

any, who had not flain in one pitch’d Field five thoufand of their Ene- 
mies, fus triumphi datur ei, qui quinque millia hoftium una acie ceciderit. 
Secondly, They allowed not Triumph for aVictory over their Fellow- 
Citizens; as Q. Catulus triumph’d not over Ad. Lepidus, or L. Antony Tee te 
over Catilin, or Sylla over Marius, or Cinna over Carbo, or Cefaroyer 1. e«p vin 
Pompey:

In both 
which particulars the ‘Koman Hiftory affords exceptions. In the firft, 
in the Lriumph without a War, anno Urbis Cond. DL XXIII. Inthe 
{econd, in the Triumphal Arch, yet almoft entirely ftanding,of (on/lan- 
tine the Great, which the Senate, and People of Rame dedicated to him 
upon his Victory over Moaxentius, a General of part of the Imperial 
Forces. The Infcription this,

Both which particulars comprehend this Triumph of His moft Sacred 
eMaefty, which was upon a Victory over the Enemies of His Coun- 
trey without a Battle. 

Thefe Arches generally bore the name of him, that rid in Triumph, 
andhad a Title infculp'd,to teftifie for what Victory they were erected: 
both which appear from this Speech of the City of ‘Kome to Honorius 
the Emperour,

We Chariotsonthe Arch admire in vain, 

Inthem their haughty Leaders ftanding fee, 

And Captives ftooping with low-bended knee, 
Their hands behind them td; of pond’rous Oke 
Huge Truncheons hanging of ftrong Jav’'lins broke. 


Sometimes they bore infculp’d the Battle, in which the Conquerour 
had merited his Trinmph, as thofe of Septimius Severus, and Constantine. 
In others, the whole pomp of the Triumph was reprefented,as in that of 
Vefpafan and Titus, where are ftill to be feen led in Triumph the Spoils 
ofthe Temple of erufalem, the Ark ofthe Covenant, the Candleftick 
with feven Branches, the Table of the Shew-Bread, the Tables of the 
Decalogue, with the Veflels of pure Gold for the ufe ofthe Temple, 
the Captiveschain'd, the Emperour riding in his Triumphal Chariot, 
&c. The order, and method of a Triumph, among the Romans, we will 
here briefly, but diftinctly deliver, chiefly out of P/utarch, in the Life of 
P, milins. 

The captivated Statues, Pictures, and Coloffufles, lead the Wan. Plu- 
tarch, of the Triumph of P. A2milins, Thefirstday (for this Triumph 
Jafted three ) fearce /ufficed for the pafsing of the Si tatnes, Pitlnres,and (_0- 
lofses, lead in tivo hundred and fifty Carriages. _eAppian fays,that Pompey 
carried the Statues of the Forreign Gods in Triumph. 

The next followed the choiceft Arms and Spoils of the Enemy.Plu- 
tarch , The next day were carried the faireft and richeft of the Macedonian 
Weapons upon feveral Carriages, gliflering with the Brafs and Iron new 
feom'd : artificially plac'd, (yet that they Jeem’d to have been thrown toge- 
ther promifcuoufly without any order ) the Head-pieces upon the Shields, the 
Corflets upon the Buskins, &c. which ftriking conStantly againft each other, 
made [o terrible a noife,that the fight of them, though now overcome, was ater- 
rour to the Spettatours,  Statius,

four men to a Veffel. 

Next the Trumpeters. Plutarch, Zhe next day betimes in the Morn- 
ing went the Trumpeters foundmg a Charge. After whom were led the 
Oxen ordain’d for Sacrifice. Livy, The Viélimes, which go before, are 
not the least part of the Triumph. Thefe were white, taken out ofthe 
Medows ot the River Clitumnus. Virgil,

Pla- 
tarch, ef feer the Sacrifices went thofé that carried the Gold, divided, as the 
Silver was, into Veffels, weighing each three Talents the number of tke Veffels, 
feventy feven:with thofe that carried the Sacred Cup, which Aimilius had ane 
sd to be made of tenT alents of Gold,adori'd with feveral pretions Stones, &e, 

Then followed the Arms of the Conquered Prince. After which he fent 
the (bariot of Perfeus, and his Arms, and bis Gown plac'd upon bis Arms, 

Next the Captives, richly clad, but laden with Chains; the Ca. 
ptive Prince with Chains of Gold, the reft according to their qua 
lity.

She was now fo deck'd 
with great Gems, that fhe was opprefs'd with the weight of her Ornaments: ber 
Feet, Hands, and Neckywere bound with Chains.

{tant : for ina Triumph of Pompeys Appian mentions a great number 
of Captives, 2a sedttiny but none bound. 

Next followed the Crowns, which the Cities, Friends of the Ko- 
mans, had prefented to the General. Virgil,

‘Thus having briefly couched upon the Antiquity,and ufe of Trium- 
phal Arches, we fhail defcend to the illuftration of the Defcriptiens in 
particular. 
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The firtt AR CH. 
AUNDAY, April the two and twentieth, His Matesty went

Ny from the Tower, through the City, to Whitehall. 
Beas Inhispaflagethrough Crouched Fryers, He was entertain- 
ed with Mufick, a Band of eight Waits, placed on a Stage. 
Near Algate, another Band of fix Waits entertain’d him in like 
manner with Mufick, froma Balcony, built to that purpofe. 
In Leaden-Hall-Street, neer Lime-Street End,was eretted the firft 
Triumphal Arch, after the Dorick order. On the North-fide, on 
a Pedeftal before the Arch, was a Woman perfonating REB EL- 
LIO XG mounted on an Hydra, in aCrimfon Robe, torn, Snakes 
crawling on her Habit, and becirt with Serpents, her Hair fnaky, 4 
Grown of Fire on ber Head, a bloody Sword in one Hand, a charm- 
ing Rod in the other. Her Attendant CON FUSION, ina 
deformed Shape, a Garment of feverall ill-matched Colours, and pus 
on the wrong way; on ber Head, ‘Kuines of Caftles ; torn Crowns, 


and broken Scepters in each Hand. 


(gee was no War in the Koman, or Greek Common-wealths 

call'd by any name properly an{wering to Rebellion, which compre- 
hends only the violation of that Natural duty,which the Subject owes 
to the fupreme Governour: forthough we find Rebellioin Tacitus, of 
Subjects that rife againft their Prince, and Rebellis too in Clandian,{peak-

According towhich, we 
finde in Sidonins Apollinaris, Purpuratus to be equivalent with Impera- 
tor, Epitt. lib. 4, Qui videbatur in jugulum P urpurati jamjam ruiturus s. Epis 
Who [eem'd ready to murder the Emperour: and, Sero cogno[cunt, poffe reum 
Majoftatis pronunciari etiam eum, qui non adfeélaffet babitum Purpivato- 
rum; ‘They too late underftand, that even he, that affetted not the Habit of the ~ 
Emperours, might be found guilty of Treafon. From whence the Gui- 
lians obferve, that it was Treafon to aflume the Royal Robes.And A. 
mianus Marcellinus {peaks of a Woman , who had fuborn’d feveral to 
accufe her Husband of High Treafon, for having ftoln the Emperour 
Diocletian's Purple Vett out of his Sepulchre; and hiding it:  Ewjebins ;

He( Dada fir beautified his Shoes with Gold, and Pearls, and preti- 


ous Stones. For the Kings before himwere honoured in the fame manner 
with the Confuls, having onely a Purple Ve eft for a badge of their Koyalty, 
The fame faith Paantus, who tranflated Eutropins ; Lhe Royal Kobe be- 
forewas diftinguifb'd only by its Purple colour, Wherefore, when any 
refolv’d Tyrannically tofieze upon the Royal Dignity, they immedi- 
ately ufurp’d a Purple Robe ; which they fometimes fore’d froma 
Standard, as Yrebellius reports of Saturninus. The fame Authour ; 
Gordianum Proconfulem reclamantem, (> Je terre affligentem, opertum 
Purpura imperare coégerunt <> primo quidem invitus Gordianus Purpuram 
Jumpferat: poftea vero; quum vidit neque filio, neque familia id latam effe, 
volens {ufcepit Imperium , J hey forcd Gordian the Proconful, who denied, 
and caft bimJelf upon the ground,to be vefted in Purple, and receive the Title 
of Emperour : at frst he was very unwilling to receive the Purple Robe, 

ut, when he faw, that that was unfafe for his Son, and Family, he recety'd 
the Empire willingly. Where Purpuram fumere, and fumere Imperium, 
arethe fame. Sometimes they committed Sacrilege upon the Statues 
of the Gods. Vopilcus; ‘Depofita Purpura ex fimulachro Veneris, 
cum cyclade uxeria, a militibus circumflantibus amittus, ¢ adoratus eff ; 
Taking a'Purple Robe from the Statue of V enus,and bis Wife's inner Vest of 
Gold, he was inveSted, and adored by the Souldiers as Emperour, Trebellius; 
Celfum Imperatorem appellaverunt peplo Dee Celeflis ornatum ; They 
put on Celfus the Vest of the Goddefs of Heaven,and call'd him Emperour. 
Wherefore,when we read of the Confular Purple ‘Robes under the Ro- 
mane Emperonys, as inthat of Latinus ‘Pacatus, Quorum alter, poft am- 


pliSimos Magiftratus, G purpuras Confulares, and of Sidonins,

Purple fhould rather thee affect, fince we 
One often made a Con/ul feldome fee : 


it muft be underftood either of the Senatorian Segments added to their 
Confular Robes, or of a Purple mix’d with fome other Dye; which is 
mentioned in Y heodofus's (ode :asa Warp of Purple, the Woof of an- 
other colour, or the like. For the Imperial Interdit comprehends all of 
whatfoever degree ; Lemperent umverfi, cujuscunque (int fexhs, digni- 
tatis, artis, profefionis, > generis, ab hujismodi fpeciei polfefsone, 
que [oli Principi, ejusque domui dedicatur ; Let every one, of what Sex, 
Dignity, Art, Fivfefiion, and Birth they be, forbear the poffe(%ion of this 
fort of Purple, which is appropriated to the Prince alone, and his houfe. 
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The firft Imperial Edict of this nature is conceived to be in the time of 
the Emperour Nero: which is to be underftood de holoveris, of pure 
unmix’d Purple. 

Neither was Purple peculiar to the Imperial Robes onely , but to 
their Penstoo, The Emperour Lo forbad, that any Refcripts of his 
fhould bear other then a Purple Infcription, So Nitcetas, inthe Life 
of Manuel the Emperour, fays, That, at his entrance upon the Empire, 
he fent Letters to (onflantinople, written with Purple Conflantinus Ma- 
wajfes inhis Annals, Lhe Emperour granted the requefl of bis Sifler,and ta» 
king aPen in bis band confirm'd the Paper in Purple Letters, And Paleo- Epicom 
logus the Emperour, fwearing fubjection to the Roman See in the £7”. 
Church of Santo Spirito at Rome, fub{cribed in Letters of Purple. 

The art of making this Purple, both for Robes, and Ink, 1s fill pre- £. suri, c. 
| fery'd, but we meet not with the materials ; though we have left us both ‘, 
the place,and manner of taking, preparing, and whatfoever is neceflary 
for that purpofe.

Turrets of Stone, upon which were Trophies, adorn’d with the eArms of the 
Enemy, a (uStome not in ufe before among/t us. For the people of Rome ne- 
ver upbraided their Conquered Enemies with their Vidtories. ’ 

On thefe Trophies was infcribed both the Name of the Conquer- 
our,and the People conquered. Tacitus, Laudatis proconcione vitlori- 
hus,Ceelar congeriem armorum flruxit uperoo cum titulo ; debellatis inter 
Rhenum Albimque nationibus, exercitum Tiberii Cefaris ea Monimenta 
Marti, & Jovi, @» Auguito facraviffe: Cafar, having commended the 
Vitlors, railed an heap of eArms with this proud Infcription, The Army of 
Tiberius Celar, having vanguifh'd the People between the River Rhene, 
and the Albe, confecrates thefe Monuments to Mars, Jupiter, and Au- 
guftus. And, tothe fame purpole, Mules in loco pralii Tiberium Iinpe- 
ratorem falutavit (abfentem) fbruxitque aggerem, in modum Tropao- 
rumarma, fubfcriptis vitlarum gentium nominibus, tmpofut. There are 
two Trophies of Marius’s ftillremaining at‘Kome, one of which ha’sa 
Breaft-Plate with Military Ornaments, and Shields, before ita young 
man captive, with his hands bound behind him; on each fide of it two 
Winged Victories. So Pliny tells us of a Trophie erected tothe ho-

THE LACEDEMONIANS OKER FHE ARGIVES. 


Thefe Trophies were confecrated to, the Gods, and therefore could 
not be demolifh’d without Saorilege.. So Dia fays of Cefar, that, after 
his Pontick Victory, he durft not deface the Trophy of eM ithridates, 
ds % Tels fuworcuias @ccis induro, becaufe facred to the Gods of War. So,when 
his Friends had given order, that a Sword, which hung up ina Tem- 
ple of the Arubeni, as a Spoil from (2/ar, fhould be taken down, 
ve dacs, iptv inrbuar’, he mould not fuffer it, accounting it facred. Vitruvius, 
Poftea autem Rhodii, religione impediti, quod nefas effet Tropaa dicata re- 
movere, circa locum cum adificium flruxerunt But afterwards the Rho- 
dians, out of areligious fear, becaufe it was unlawful to remove the dedicated 
Trophies, erctted a Building about the place. The Gods,to whom the Ro- 
mans confecrated their Trophies, we finde in Livy : Omnis generis arma 
cumulata in mgentem acervum, precatus Martem, Minervamgue, Ludo.

Oxen, ‘The Stymphalians liken the ‘Rivers Erafinus and Metope , the 
Lacedemonians Eurotas, the Sicyonians and Phliafians Afopus, 
the Argives Cephiflus, witoOxen. The Pfophidians liken Eryman- 
thus, the Hereans Alpheus, the Cherronefians, that came from Cni- 
dus, the ‘River Cnidus,to Men. The Athenians wor(hip the River Ce- 
phiflus under the form of a Man, but wearing Horns. In Sicily the Syra- 
cufians liken Anapus to a Man, but the Fountain Cyane to a Woman, V ire 
gil * defcribes Eridanus in the Form of an Ox.

Nile: for, if it fwelled higher, it caufed dearth: for, by how much the 
more it fwell’d, fo much the longer it was before it return‘d into its 
Channel, by which means the Seed-time was loft:ifmuch under fifteen, 
it irrigated not the whole Land, and fo part was unfit to receive Seed.

Which 
did highly incenfe the Communalty, who thought that Cowcorp 
could not be founded on the Slaughter of their Fellow-Citizens : and

And indeed, 
that Spain, by reafon of its Tripartite Divifion, was fignified by the Hie- 
roglyphick of Geryon, is not onely the Opinion of fome Authours, but 
appears froma Coyn of the Emperour Hadrian, the third ume Con- 
(ul, in which there is a three-headed Image leaning on a Spear; either 
to fignifie his Peragration of Spain , or his Origination from thence.

The fame evil confequence we finde in the Hiftory 
of C, Hostinius Mancinus'; who, as foon as he had gone aboard a ‘0 
Ship, in order to bis Voyage to Numantia, on a Juddain heard aVoice cry, acces 
Stay, Mancrnus. Weereuzon be return'd back, and, at Genoa, going 
aboard again, found a Serpent in the Ship, whichefcaped from him. He was 
overthrown, and delivered up to bis Enemies. And V arerius Maximus * 
fays, that inthe diffenfion of AL. Fulvius Flaccus about making fome 
Laws, two black Serpents ;fliding into the Cell of Minerva, portended inte- 
fline Murders. Thus we finde them generally to portend {ad Events, 
but particularly they were the Ehteroglyphick of War, and Devafta- 
tion. This appears from that known Story-of Homer, where he tells 
us, that,while the Grecians were facrificing at Aulis, they fawa Dragon 
devour eight young Sparrows, withthe Damm, and makes the Pro- 
phet Calchas' interpret it the duration of the War for nine years. “liad. C.

Where a Woman (fuppoled to be CONCORD, with the Face 
of Ofavia, Sifter to Auguflus, and Wife to M, Antony, ) ina long Stole, 
holding in her left Handa pure Spear, in her righta Pontifical Veflel, 
parts two Serpents fignifying the Armies of Auguftus,and Antony. Which 
{Interpretation of this Coyn is very much confitm’d from Hiftory. For 
this Pacification, obtain’d by the Prudence of Ofavia, happened anno 
U.C, vccxvi. Agrippa, and Gallus, being Confuls. That this Coyn 
was ftamp’d after the Year becxiv. (the time ofthe Peace between 
Sext.

But be» 
ing afterwards talfly accufed by Antea,the Wife of Pratus, for offering 
to tempt her Chaftity, he fenthim to lobates, King of Lycia, witha 
Letter written purpofely to have him kill'd, lobates, to plealure Pretus, 
{ent Bellerophon againft the (himera, But Minerva, the Goddefs of 
Prudence, and Valour,protected his Innocence. Wherefore the bri- 
dled Pega/us, and delivered it to him. Upon whom being mounted, he 
flew the (himara with his Javelin. After which Victory he fent him 
againft the Solmi Ca Nation betwixt Lycia, and Pamplylia) andthe 
Amazons. From whence he returned alfo Conquerour ; Iobates, mo- 
ved with his Prudence, and Valour, gave him to Wife his Daughter 
Philonoe, andafterwards dying, left him Succeffour in his Kingdom.

What the Antients did denote by this Triple Form of Chimera, is 
doubtful. Nymrauoverus the Syracufan{ays, that Chimera was 
a. Mountain of Lycia, which perpetually vomited forth Fire, on the top 
of which lived Lions,in the middle (where were {patious pleafant Me- 
dows) Goats, at the bottom Dragons, Which Mountain when Bel- 
lephoronhad rendred habitable, he was faid to have flain Chimera. But 
Antigonus CaryStius ays, itfignified onely the People of three feveral 
Nations conquered by Bellerophon.

The Objdionalis was given to him,who had rais'd a Siege ; which was 
made of the Grafs, that grew in the place befieged: and this was ac- 
counted more + honourable then any of the reft. The firft among the 
Romans, that was rewarded with this fort of Crown, was Q. Cincinnatus ; 
after him P.‘Decius, and L. Sicinius Dentatus, Calpurnins Flainma, and 
others. 

The Mural Crown was the reward of him that firft {cal’d the Walls, 


and entred the place affaulted ; mention’d by Sirius |raricus *,

Temple : aRite inftituted by Nua, accordingto Livy : Numa 
‘Regno potitus Urbemnovam,conditamvi & armis, Fure eam Legibisque ac 
eMoribus de integrocondere parat: quibus cium inter bella affuefcere vi- 
deret non poffe (quippe efferatis militia animis.) mitigandum ferocem populum 
armorum defuetudine ratus, Janum ad infimum A rgiletum , indicem Pacis 
Bellique fecit: Avertus.utinarmis offe civitaten,; Crausus, 
pacatos circa omnes populos fignifcaret.

Ofwhom Paufanias * relates a Story told him by Euphemus 
a Carian, that, ina Voyage to Italy, by crofs Winds, their Ship was for- 
ced beyond the Streights into the Aclantick Ocean, and was driven by 
the Tempeft upon the Iflands, called, by the Mariners, # he Ijlands of 
Sayres. Whole Inhabitants were of a yellowith colour, and had Tails 
notinferiour to thofe of Horfes. Who, as foon as they faw the Ship 
arrived, prefently entered, and laid hold ofthe Women : fothat the 
Mariners were fore'd, out of fear, toland them a Woman, whom the 
Satyres ufed not onely according to Nature, but abus’d all parts of her 
body: Norwerethe young Satyres more devoted to Venus, then old 
Silenus to his Patron Bacchus.

Ay my Pon the 23 of April, being Saint George's Day, about 

Zqj (2 {even inthe Morning, the King took Water from 
bic the Privy-Stairs at White-Hall, and landed at the 
5 Parliament-Stairs : from whence He Went up to 
the Room behind the Lords-Houfe » Called the 
Prince's Lodgings : where, after He had repofed Himfelf ford 
while, He was arayed in Royal Robes of Crimfon Welvet » furr'd 
withErmine: By which time the Nobility, being come together 
in the Lords-Houfe,and Painted-Chamber, Robed themfelves, 

The Fudges alfo, with thofe of the Long.Robe, the K nights of the 
Bath (then in their Robes of Purple Satin, Imed with white Taffa- 
ty) and Gentlemen of the Privy. Chamber, met in the Courtof ‘Re- 
quefis. And, after fome fpace, being drawn down into Weftminfter- 
Hall, where this great Solemnity (ordered by the Officers at Arms) 
began; the Nobility, in their proper Robes, carrying their Coro- 
nets intheir Hands, proceeded according to their feveral Dignities, 
and Degrees, before His Majesty , up to His Throne of State ; 
which was raifed at the Weft-end of that large and noble Room, and 
there placed themfelves upon each fide thereof, 
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The K ing being thus fet in arich Chair, undera glorious Cloth of 
State,Sir Gilbert Talbot Ks, Mafter of the Fewel-Houfe,prefented the 
Sword of State,asalfo the Sword called Curtana, and two other Swords, 
tothe Lord High-Conftable , who took and delivered them to the 
Lord High-Chamberlain, and he laid them upon the Table before the 


King. 

Then did he alfo deliver the Spurs to the Lord High-Conftable; and 
he the fame to the Lord High-Chamberlain, who alfo placed them 
upon the Table. 

Immediately after the Dean and Prebends of Weftminfler, (by 
whom the Regalia had been brought in Procefsion from the Abbey- 
Church unto Weftminfter- Hall) being vetted in rich Copes, came up 


from the lower end thereof, in manner following. 


1 The Serjeant of the Vestry, ina Scarlet Mantle. 

2 Then the Children of the King's Chapel, in Scarlet Mantles. 

3 Thenthe Quire of WeftminSter,in Surplices. 

4 Then the Gentlemen of the King’s Chapel, in Scarlet 

Mantles: 

5 Next the Purfuivants, Heralds, and Provincial Kings of 
Arms. 

6 Then the Dean,carrying Saint Edward's Crown. 


And after him five of the Prebends of that Church ; the firft car- 
rying the Sceptre with the Gro/s. ¥ 

The fecond the Sceptre with the Dove. 

The third the Orb with the (7o/s. 

The fourth King Edward's Staff. 

The fifth the Chalice and Patena. 

Pafsing thus through the Hall, and making their due Reverences 
in three places thereof; the Quires, with the Officers at Arms falling 
off on each fide,towards the upper end ofthe Room ; the faid Dean 
and Prebends afcended the Steps; at the top whereof Garter, Princi- 
pal K ing of Arms ftanding, conducted them to the Fable placed be- 
fore the Throne, where they made their laft Reverence. 

Which being done, the Dean firt prefented the Grown,which was 
by the Lord High-(onftable, and Lord Great-Chamberlain, fet upon 
the Table; who likewife afterwards received from each of the Pre- 
bends that part of the Regalia, which they carried, and laid them alfo 
by the Grown : which done, they retired.

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Then, the Lord Great- Chamberlain prefenting the Regalia feyerally 
to the King, His Maje/ty thereupon difpefed ef them unto the 
NN oble-men hereafter named, to be carried by them in the Proceed- 
ing to the Abbey-Church, viz.

The Spurs to the Earl of Penbroke and Montgomery. 

The Sceptre with the Crofs to the Earl of Bedford.

On 
the North fide, the Aldermen of London, the Zudges, and others of 
the Long.Robe ; as alfo the Quire of We eStminfter, with the Gentlemen 
and Children of the King’s Chapel ; and, on the South fide, the K nights 
ofthe Bath, and Gentlemen of the Privy-Chamber. 

Near the Pulpit ftood the Mafter of the fewel.Houfe , and the 
Lord Maior of London 

The 2X obility were feated on Forms round about the in-fide of 
the Theater: onthe corner whereof, neareft to the Altar adjoyning 
so the two uppermoft Pillars, flood the Provincial Kings, Heralds, 

and 
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and Purfuivants at Arms, within Rails there placed. 

Within the Rails, on either fide the entrance of the Theatre from 
the Quire,ftood the Serjeants at Arms ( XV1. innumber ) with their 
Maces, And over the Door, at the Wefl-end of the Quire, ftood the 
Drumsand Trumpets. 

The King, being entered the Weit-door of the (burch (within 
which a Fald-ftool,and (u(bions were laid ready for him tokneel at ) 
was received with an Anthem, begun by the whole Quire, viz. 

The firft, fourth, fifth, and fixth Ver/es of the 1224 Pfalm : be- 


ginning thus ; 


Tyas glad when they faid untome , We will gointo the Honfe of the 
Lord, &c. 


He kneeled down, and ufed fome fhort Ejaculations ; which being 
finifhed, He thence proceeded upto the Theatre (erected clole to 
the fourhigh Pillars, ftanding between the Quire and the Altar ) 
upon which the Throne of E/late was placed ( being a Square rai- 
fed five Degrees) on the Eafl-fide whereof were fet a Chair, Foot- 
fool, and Gufhion, covered with Cloth of Gold, whereon for a while 
He repofed Himfelf- 

Immediately after, the Bi/hop of London ( who was appointed to 
Officiate,in part,that Day, for the Arch Bifhop of Canterbury, whofe 
age and weaknefs rendered him uncapable of performing his whole 
Duty at this Coronation) having the Lord High Constable, the Earl 
Marfhal, the Lord Great Chamberlain, the Lord High Chancellour, 
and Lord Chamberlain of the Houfbold before him, went firft to the 
South, next to the Weft, andlaftly, tothe North fide of the T hea- 
tre ; and at every of the faid three fides, acquainted the People, that 
he prefented to them King Cuarce s, the rightful Inherstour of 
the Crown of this ‘Realm ; and asked them, if they were willing to do 
their Homage, Service, and Bonnden Duty to Him. 

Asthis was doing, the King rofe up, and ftood by the aforefaid 
Chair, turning His Face {till to that fide of the Stage, where the faid 
‘Bifhop ftood, when he fpake to the People ; who fignified their wil. 
lingnels, by loud Shouts, and Acclamations. 

The fame Queftion was likewife put by the faid Bi/hop to all the 
Nobility prefent, 
*‘[mmediately after, this following ¢4 them was fung by the Gen- 
tlemen ofthe King’s Chapel : 


Bb Let 
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Let thy Hand be ftrengthened, and thy right Hand be exalted, &c. 


In which time, a large (arpet was {pread by certain Officers of 
the removing Ward-robe, from the ¢4/tar, down below the haule- 
Paces thereof ; and over that a:/ilk Carpet, and Cufbion , laid by the 
Gentleman-Ufher of the Black-‘Kod , afsifted by the Yeoman of the 
Wardrobe. Which being done, the Bifhop of London went down 
from the Theatre towards the Altar; and, having made his Reve- 
rence,placed himfelfat the A orth-fide thereof. 


Then the King defcended from His 7 hrone, and proceeded to- 
wards the Altar, upported by the Bifbops of Durefme, and Bathand 
Wells, with the four Swords, the grand Officers, the Noble-men, Bi- 
[bops, who carried the Regalia betore Him, and Dean of WeStminSter 
alfo attending. Being come tothe Steps of the Alsar, He kneeled 
down, and firft offered a Pall of Cloth of Gold; next an Ingor of 
Gold ofa pound weight, prepared by the Matter of the great Ward- 
robe,and T reafurer of the Houfbuld, by virtue of their Offices. Imme- 
diately after, His Mayeftie retired toa Chair of State, fet on the Sonth- 
fide of the Altar, alittle below the Trayerfe of Crimfon Taftaty. 

After this,the Bi/hops, and NC oble-men, who carried the Regalia, 
prefented every particular to the Bi/hop of London,who placed them 
upon the A/tar ; and then retired to theirSeats. And the King 
kneeled at a Fald-flool( fet on the right fide of his faid Chair of State} 
whil'ft the Bifhop of London faid the Prayer, beginning thus , 


O God, which doft vifit thofe, that are bumble, &c, 


Which Prayer ended, the Bifhop of Worcefter went up into the 
Pulpit, placed on the North-fide of the Altar , oppofite to the King, 
and beganhis Sermon; the Text being taken out of the 28% 


Chapter of the Proverbs, and the fecond Verfe. 
On the K ing’s right Hand ftood the Bifhop of Dure/me, and be- 


yond him the /X oble-men,. that carried the Svvo rds, who held 
themnaked, and erect. The Duke of Y orx fate alittle behind 
Him on His left Hand ; next to whom ftood the Bifhop of Bath 
and Wells, together with the Lord Great-Chamberlain, 
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The Lord High-Chancellour, and Lord High- Treafurer, fate ona 
Form behind the Duke of Yor«; and behind them, ina Gallery, 
fate the Dutche/s of Y or x. 

Inthe fame Gallery alfo were placed

On the North-fide of the Altar fate the Bifbop of London, directly 
oppofite to the King in the Arch-Bi/hop'sChair, covered with Purple 
Velvet : the reft of the Bifhops being placed on Forms behind 
him. 

And higher, towards Saint Edward's Chapel, {tood Garter,Princi- 
pal King of Arms, with the Officers of the ftanding and moving 
Ward-robe, in Scarlet Gowns, the Sergeant of the Veftry with his gilt 
Verge, and other Vergers: as alfo fomeof the Grooms and Pages 
of the Bed-Chamber , who attended to do fervice, as occafion requi- 
red, > 

Oppofite to them, on the South-fide of the Altar, ftood the Dean 
and Prebends of Weftminfter. 

‘Saint Edward's antient (hair (covered all over with Cloth of Gold) 
was placed upon the North-fide of the Altar, a little lower then that 
belonging to the eArch-Bifhop, but fomething nearer the middle of 
the }/le, and between the King’s Chair of State,and the Pulpit.

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2 SERMON 


Sermow beingended, the Bifhop of London arifing from his 
Seat, drew near'to the Chair of State, and asked of the King Cwho 
then uncovered His Head) whether He was willing to take the ufual 
Oath of His Progenitors, viz. to confirm the Laws to the People, and 
namely the Franchifes granted to the Clergy by Saint Edward the Con- . 
feffour ; to maintain the Gojpel eftablithed inthe Kingdom ; to keep 


Peace; execute Fuflice, and grant the Commons their rightful Cuffoms 2° 


unto every of which Queftions His Majefty made particular An- 
{wers, That He would. 

Then likewife didthe Bifhop of Rochester read the Bifhop’s Peti- 
tion to the King ; the Prayer whereof was, That He would preferve 
unto them, and the Churches committed to their charge, all (-anonical 
Privileges, due Law, and Fujlice , as alfo protect, and defend them, 
and the Churches, under their Government : which His Majefty moft 
gracioufly by a large Anfwer (which repeated the words of the Pe- 
tition) granted, and promiled to perform. 

fterwards the K ing, alsifted by the Bifbops of Dure{me,and Bath 
and Wells, was led from His Chair upto the Altar (the Sword of 


State being born before Him, and the Lord Great Chamberlain attend. 


ing) where He took an Oath to perform, and keep what He had 
promifed. 

Which Oath taken, the King was led, in like manner, back to His 
(hair of State; and immediately the Bifhop of London begun the 
Fay, (ome Holy Ghoft, eternal God, &c. the Quires finging the reft 
of it. 

Anda little before the ending thereof, the Fald-ftool was fet again 
at the King’s right Hand, whereat(as foon as the Hymn was finifhed) 
He knecled ) the Bifhop of London ftanding before Him, and faying 


the following Prayer, 


We befecch thee,O Lord, Holy Farber, Almighty, and everlafting God, 
for this thy Servant CHARLES, @c. 


This Prayer ended, the Bifhop of London went to the North fide 
of the Altar, the King fill kneeling ; and forthwith the Bifbops of 
Peterborough, and Gloucefter, went, and kneeled on the upper haule- 
pace of the Altar, wherethey began the Letany, the Quires finging 
the Refponfes ; the Dean of W eflminfter, kneeling all the while on the 
King’s left Hand. 

After the Letany followed three Prayers, faid by the Bifhop of

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fore the Altar, began the Verficle,

Then the K ing arofe from before the Fald tool, and went to the 
Altar, fapported by the aforefaid Bifhops of Dure/me, and Bath and 
Wells: where He was difrobed by the Lord Great-Chamberlain of His 
Royal Robes , which were immediately carried thence into the Tra- 
verfe erected in Saint Edward's Chapel, 

Whilft this was in doing, the (hair, that was before placed at the 
entrance of the 7 beatre wasremoved, and fet on the JVorth-fide of 
the Altar,betwixt it,and Saint Edward's (hair: whereunto the King 
_ being come, fate down,and was anointed by the faid & ch-Bifbop, (the 

Dean of Westminfler holdingthe eA mpulla, and pouring the Oy] out 
into the Spoon ) firfton the Palms of both His Hands, the Arch- 
Bifhop,as he anointed Him,pronouncing the Prayer, which beginneth 
thus;

and alfo the Loops of His Shirt clofed up by the Dean of We/tminfler, 
the Arch-Bifhop {aid the two Prayers, beginning thus ;

During the time of this His Uné/ion, a rich Pall of Cloth of Gold, 
was held over the King’s Head by the Dukes of Buckingham , and 
Albe-marle ; and the Earls of Berks and Sandwich, as Knights of the 
mioft Noble Order of the Garter. 

After thefe Prayers, the Lord Great-Chamberlain delivered the 
Coif to the Arch-Bi/hop, who put iton the King’s Head: and imme- 
diately after, the Dean of We/tminfler put the Colobinm Sindonis, or 
Surplice upon the King , the Arch-Bifbop faying the Prayer, begin. 


ning thus ; 


O God, the King of Kings, and Lord of Lords, by whom Kings do 
reign, and Law-givers domake good Laws, vouchfafe, we befeech 
thee, in thy favour, to blefs this K ingly Ornament, &c. 


Then the Dean of WeStminfler, having likewife fetched the Ti/hue-

Whereupon, all the People, with loud and repeated fhouts,cryed, 


God fave the Kina; and, by a Signal then given, the great Ordi- 
nance fcom the Tower were alfo fhot off.

Then the Ma/ler of the fewel-Hon/e delivered to the Arch-Bifhop 
the ‘Ring, who confecrated it, faying,

Then the Kine 
went to the Altar, ungirt His Sword, and offered it: which, being 
redeemed by the Lord-Chamberlain of the Honfbold , was drawn out 
of the Scabbard, and carried naked by him all the following part of 
the Solemnity. : 


Then the e4rch-Bifhop took the Scepter, with the Crofs, from 
off the Alsar , and delivered it into the Kina’s right Hand,

Whilft this was pronouncing by the Arch-Bifhop, Mr. Henry 
Howard (Brother to Thomas Duke of Norfolk) delivered, by 
virtue of his Tenure of the eA anour of Wirksop, in the County of 
Norfolk, to the King a rich Glove for His right Hand ; which ha- 
ving put on, He then received the Scepter. And after that the Arch- 
Bifhop {aid the Prayer, beginning thus, 


O Lord, the Fountain of all good things, &c. Grant, we befeech thee, 
tothis thy Servant Cuarues, that He may order aright the 
Dignity, which He bath obtained, &c. 


During which time, the faid Mr. Howard performed the Service, 
ratione tenure dit Manerti de Wirkfop, of fupporting the King’s 
right Arm.

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The Lord ble{s Thee, and keep Thee; and as He hath made Thee 
King over bis People , fo he ftill profper Thee in ths World, and 
make Thee partaker of bis Eternal Felicity in the World to come.

Then the Kina arofe, and fet Himfelf again in Saint Edward's 
(hair, whil' ft the eA rch-Bifhop and Bi/hops prefent,one after another, 
kneeled before Him, and were kiffed by Him. 

Which done, the Kin returned tothat (hair, placed on the 
Theatre behind His Throne ,* having then alfo the four Swords born 

- naked before Him, (the Arch Bifhops,Bifhops, and Great Officers at- 
tending)at whofe arrival there,the Arch-Bifhop faid this Prayer, 


Grant, O Lord, that the Clergie and People, gathered together by thine 
Ordinance for this fervice of the Kin a, &c. 


Then the King repofed Himfelf in the faid Chair, whilft both the 
Quires fung Le‘Deum. 

When Te Denm was ended, the K ing afcended His Throne placed 
in the midft of the Theatre (the Swords, and Great Officers ftanding 
on either fide ; as alfo the Bifhops) the Arch-Bifhop then faying, 


Stand, and hold faft from henceforth that Place, whereof hitherto You 
have been Heir by the Succefsion of Your Fore-Pathers, &c. 


After this, the Bifhops, and NCobility did their Homage to the 
King in manner following. 

And firft the Arch-Bifhop of Canterbury kneeled down before the 
King’s Knees, and faid, 


I, Wiveiam Arch-Bifhop of Cantursury, /fhallbe 
Faithful, and True, and Faith, and Truth bear unto You, Our 
Sovereign Lord, and Your Heirs, Kings of Exavann, and /hall 
do, and truly acknowledg the Service "4 the Land, which I claim 
to bold of You, in right of the Church : So help me God. 


Which faid, he kiffed the King’s left Cheek. 
The like did all the other Bi/hops, that were prefent. 
Then came up the Duke of Y o rx, with Garter, Principal King 
of eArms, before Him,and His Train born by two Gentle-men,who, 
being 
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being arrived at the Throne, kneeled down before the King, put of 
His Coronet,and did His Homage in thefe words ; 

I, James Duke of Y 0 x x, become Your Liege-man , of Life and 
Limb,and of Earthly Worfhip: and Faith and Truth I [hall bear unto You, 
to live and dieagainft all manner of Folk: SoGod me help. At 
which the Drums beat, Trumpets founded, and all the People {houted. 

The like did the Dukes of Buckingham, and Albe-marle, for them- 
felves, and the reft of the Dukes. 

So alfo did the eM arqueffes of Worcester, and Do; cheSler. 

Next, the Earl of Oxford did Homage after the fame manner for 
himfelf, and the reft of the Earls, who attended uffon him to fignifie 
their Confents. ' 

’ After him, Vifcount Hereford did the like for himfelf) and the reft 
ofthe Vifcounts; and thenthe Drums beat, and ‘Lrumpets founded 
again, and the People {houted. 

Laftly, the Baron Audley in like manner did Homage for himfelf, 
and all the Baronage, who alfo accompanied himto the Throne, ir 
teftification of their Confents ; which being finifhed, Drums, Trum- 

ets, and Shouts followed. 

Afterwards the Duke of Y orx,andall the Nobility fingly afcended 
the 7 brone, and touched the King’s Crown, promifing by that Cere- 
mony to be ever ready to fupportit with all their power. 

* During the performing of this Solemn Ceremony,the Lord Fiigh- 
Chancellour went to the South Weft,and N orth-fides of the Stage, and 
proclaimed to the People the King’s General Pardon, being attended 
by Mr.Garter to the Southfide,and bya Gentle-man-Ufher, and two 
Heralds to the other two Sides, 

And at thefe three Sides, at the fame time, did the Lord Cornwallis 
Treafurer of His Majestie's Houfhold, fling abroad the Medals, both 
of Gold,and Silver, prepared for the Coronation, as a Princely Do- 
nation,or Largels,among the People, An Edype of which is this, 
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The King being thus enthronized, the Gentlemen of His ( hapel 


began this following Anthem, 


Bebold, OLord, ourDefender , and look upon the Face of thine 
Anointed. 


Atthe ending of which Anthem,the Trumpets founded,and Drums 
beat again. In which time the Bi/hop of London went up to the High- 
Altar, and began the Communion , and immediately the K ing took off 
His Gown, and delivered it tothe Lord High-Chamberlain tahold ; 
the Scepter with the Crofs to Mr. Henry Howard, and that withthe 
Dove to the Duke of Albemarle. 

The Eristve (taken out ofthe Firft Epiftle of St. Peter, the 
fecond Chapter, and beginning at the eleventh Verfe ) was read by 
the Bifhop of Chichefter, 

The Gosret (being part of the twenty fecond Chapter of 
St. Matthew, beginning at the fifteenth Verfe)by the Bifhop of Ely. 

After which, the Nicene Creed was began by the Bifbop of Lon- 
don, and fang by the Gentle-men of the Chapel. 

All which time the King ftood by His Throne. 

But towards the end of the Greed Hetook again His Gown from 
the Lord Great- Chamberlain, and put iton HisHead; as alfothe 
Scepter with the (Crofs from M ¢. Howard,and that with the Dove from 
the Duke of Albemarle, and prepared for His Defcent from His 
Throne towards the Altar, to receive the Communion. 

And, asfoon as finging of the Creed was fully ended , the King 
defcended with the (‘rown on His Head, and Sceptersin both Hands, 
(the Bifhops of Durefm, and Bath and Wells {apporting Him }) with 
the four Swords naked before,all the great Officers attending. In the 
time of which Proceeding the Quire fang, 


Let my Prayer come up into thy prefence, as the Incenfe,and the lifting 
up of my Hand be as an Ewening-Sacrifice. 


Here the Arch-Bifhop of Canterbury retired from the (eremonies 
into Saint Edward's Chapel, and thence went home, leaving the re- 
mainder of his Duty to be performed by the Bi(hop of London. 

Atthe King’s approach to the Altar, the Bifhop of Ely delivered 
unto Him Bread,and Wine, which He there offered, and then re- 
turned to the Fald flool,on the South fide of the Altar, near Elis Chatr 
of State ; before which He kneeled down, and laid His Crown upon 

the

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the Cufhion before Him, towards His right Hand ; and the Scepter 
with the Dove, on His left ; and gave againto Mr. Howard the Scep- 
ter with the Grofs, who held it,kneeling on the King’s right Hand: the 
Grand Officers, and the Noble.men,with the four Swords naked, and 
erect, ftanding about Him. 


Then the Bi/hop of London faid this Prayer, 


Blefs, O Lord, we befcech thee, thefe thy Gifts, and Jantlifie them unto 
this boly fe, &c. 


At the end of which, the Lord Cornwallis , Treafurer of the Hou- 
fhold, delivered another Wedg of Gold ¢ which goeth under the name 
of the Mark of Gold) to the Lord Great-Chamberlain, who prefenting 
it to the K ing, He offered it into the Bafon,kneeling ftillat His Fald= 
fool, whit’ the Bifhop of London faid the following Prayer,beginning 


thus E 


Almighty God, give T hee the Dew of Heaven, and the Fatnefs of the 
Earth, and abundance of Corn,and Wine, &c. 


And next pronounced this Blefsing, 


Blefs, O Lord, the virtuous carriage of this Kin a, and accept the 
Work of Fs Hands, &c. 


Thea the Bifhop proceeded to the Confecration of the Sacrament 
which being finifhed, he firft of all received ; next, the Dean of Weft. 
minfeer ; then, the Bifhop of Bath and Wells . and laftly, the Bifhop of 
Durefm. 

Thefe four Prelates having communicated,and Preparation made 
for the King’s Receiving (who kneeled all this while before the 
Fald-ftool ) the Bifhop of London gave the King thé Bread, and the 
Dean of Weftmin{ter the (up. 

As foon as the King had received, this Anthem was begun by the 
upper Quire. 


O bearken unto the voice of my Calling, my K ing, and my God,&c. 


Inthe mean while, the King returned to His Throne upon the 
T beatre,with the Crown on His Head,and bearing the Scepters in His 
Hands, 


When 
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When He came thither, He firft put off His Crown,and delivered 
it tothe Lord Great-(bamberlain: then the Scepter with the Cro/s to 
Mr. Howard , and that other with the Dove to the Duke of Albemarle. 

After this the Bifbop of London went on with the Communion ; 
which being finifhed, the King (attended as before) defcended from 
His Throne crowned, with both the Scepters in His Hand, (the reft 
of the ‘Regalia being carried before Him ; and thence proceeded into 
Saint Edward's Chapel, where He took off Saint Edward's (rown, and 
delivered it to the Bifhop of London ; who immediately laid it upon 
Saint Edward’s Altar, allthe reft of the Regalia being given into the 
hands of the Dean of Weftminfler arid Jaid there alfo. Then He retired 
into a Traverfe,where He was difrobed of the Robes He was crown- 
ed in,which were delivered to the Dean of Weflminfler to lay up with 
the reft of Regalia) and invefted with His Royal Robes of Purple 
Velvet, He came near to Saint Hdward's Altar, where the Bifhop of 
London {tanding ready with the Imperial Cronin his hands, fetthat 
upon His Head. All which being performed, He took the Scepter 
with the (rofsin His right Hand, and the Giobe in His left ; and pro- 
ceeded to We/lminfter-Hall,the fame way that He came ; and attended 
after the fame manner, faving that the NCoble-men, and Bifhops, who 
brought the Regalia to the Abbey Church went not now immediately 
before Him,as they did then,but were ranked in places according to 
their Degrees : all che Noble-men having their Coronets,and Caps on 

their Heads » and the Kings of Arms their Coronets. 

The Proceeding being entred into W cftminfter-Hall, the Nobility, 
and others,who had Tables afsigned them, went, and placed them- 
felvesthereat; butthe King, ( attended with the Great Officers ) 
withedrew into the Inner-Court of Wards, for halfan hour. 

In the mean time, all the Tables in the Body of the Hall were fer- 
ved; viz. before the King’s Service came up, and were placed in this 


manner, 5 

On the righthand ( viz. the South-Falt fide of the Hall) were 
fet two Tables, one beneath the other : at the upper end of the firft 
Cwhich had two Side-T ables to ferve it) fate the Bifhops ; and below 
them the fudges, with the reft of the Long-Robe. 

Atthefecond Table (which had two Side-board Tables likewife to 
ferve it) fate the Masters ofthe (bancery and the Six (lerks. At 
which likewife the Barons of the (inque-Ports were then necefsitated 
to fit (by reafon of a Difturbance which fome of the King’s Foot- 
men made in offering to take the Canopy from them) although the 


upper end of the firft Zable was appointed for them, 
On 
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On the other fide of the Hall was placed likewife a long Table, re 
which reached down near to the Common -Pleas-Court, whereat the 
KC obility dined. 

And behind this, clofeto the Wall, ata thorter Table, fate the 
Lord Maaior, Aldermen, Recorder, and twelve chief Citizens of London. 

Laftly, within the Court of Common-Pleas was a Table fet for the 
Officers at Arms whereat they alfo dined. Each Table being furnifhed 
with three Courfes an{werable to that of the King’s, befides the Ban- 
quet. 

At the upper end of the Hall ( where, upon an afcent of Steps, 
a Theatre was raifed for His Majeflie’s Royal Seat at this great So- 
lemnity) a large Table being placed, the Serjeant of the Ewry, two 
Serjeants at Arms with their Adaces going before him, bringing up 
the Covering,was {pread by the Gentlemen-Ufbers, and Serjeant of the 
Epry. 

This being done,the Officers of the Pantry, with two Sergeants at 
Arms alfo before them,brought up the Salt of State,and Caddinct. 

A little before the King returned to Diner, two &Jquires of the 
Body,tcok their Seats upon two little Foot-ftools, on either fide of 
the Foot of the King’s Chair, (placed oppofite to the middle of the 
Table )} and there fate until the Kang came in to Diner ; when rifing, 
and performing their Duty in placing the King’s ‘Robes for His bet- 
ter conyeniency of fitting , they fate down again at the King’s Feet 
fome part of Diner-time,until the King gave them leave to rile. 

On the right Side of the Throne was erected a Gallery for the Of- 
ficers at Arms. And oppofite to that, onthe other fide, another for 
the Mujick : and below, on the old Scaffolds, next the Court of Com- 
mon-P leas ftood the King’s Trumpeters.

Diner being fet on the Table,the King came forth from the Inner- 
Court of Wards, in His Royal Robes,with the (yown on His Head, and 
Scepter in His Hand, having the three Swords born naked before 
Him, and having wath’d, fate down to Diner, the Bifhop of London 
faying Grace. 

On the King’s right Hand, the NCoble-men, that carried the three 
Swords,{tood, holding them naked,and erected, all the Diner-while ; 
at His left Hand ftood the Lord High-Chamberlain,to whom the King 
had given the Scepter to hold. And at the Table’s end,on the King’s ; 
left Hand, fate the Duke of Y o x x, in his Robes,and Coronet. 

Soon after Diner was begun,the Lord Allington, by virtue of his , 
tenure of the Manor of Wyinundeley, in the County of Hertford, fer- . 
ved the King of His firlt Cup (which was of Silver Gilt) and after 
the King had drank, he had the (up for his Fee.

Being come on fome few fteps, he made a ftand : whereupon the 
faid Herald proclaimed his Challenge in thefe following words ; 


| F any Perfon of what degree foever, high or low, fhall deny, or gain-fay 
Our Sovereign Lord King Cuarces the Second, King of 
England, Scotland, France, and lreland, Defender of the Faith, Son 
and next Heir to Our Sovereign Lord Cuarues the Firft, the last 
K ing deceafed, to be right Heir to the Imperial Crown of this Realm of 
England; or that He ought not to enjoy the fame: bere is His Cham- 
pion, who faith, that he lyeth, andis a fale Traytor, being ready in perfon 
to Combate with him, and in this Quarrel will adventure bis Life against 
him, on what day foever be {hall be appointed. 


Whereupon the Champion threw down his Gantlet, which lying 
fome fmall time,and no body taking it up, it was delivered unto him 
again by the fame Herald, Then he advanced further forward , 
until he came tothe middle of the Hall; where the Herald having 
reiterated the fame Proclamation, the Gantlet was again thrown 
down, taken up, and returned untohim. And aftly, advancing to 
the Foot ofthe Steps to the Throne of State,the faid Herald again pro- 
claimed the fame Challenge, whereupon the Champion threw down his 
Gantlet again, which no body taking up, it was delivered unto him. 

This being done,the Earlof Penbroke and Montgomery ( alsifted, 
as before) prefentéd onthe Knee to the Kinga Gilt (up with aCo- 
ver, full of Wine,who drank to the Champion; and, by the faid Earl 
fent him the Cup, which having received,he, after three Reverences, 
drank it all off, wenta little backward, and fo departed out of the 
Hall, taking the {aid Cup for his Fee.

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All which being performed,Garter Principal King of Arms, with 
the two Provincial Kings of eArms, having their Coronets on their 
Heads ; and likewife all the Heralds, and Purfeivants at Arms; came 
down from the Gallery, and went to thelower end of the Tables, 
where they made their firft obey {ance to His Majefly. Then advan- 
cing up into the midft of the Hall, they did the like, and afterwards 
at the Foot of the Steps towards His Majeftie's T brone where Garter 
being afcended, proclaimed His Majeftie’s Stile in Latine, French, 
and Engli/h,according to antient ulage,crying Large/s thrice. W hich 
done, they all retired backward into the midft ofthe Hall ; and 
there, after crying Large/s again thrice, he proclaimed the King’s 
Style as before. And lattly they went yet backwards to the end of the 
faid N oble.mens Table, and did the fame again ; and from thence 
into the (ommon-P leas-Court, to Diner. 

Immediately after this, the fecond Courfe was brought up by the 
Gentlemen-Penfoners with the former Solemnity ; the laft Difh be- 
ing carried up by Evafmus Smith Efquire, who then prefented the 
King with three Maple Cups, on the behalf of Robert Barnham Efq; 
in relpect of his tenure of the Manor of SN ether-Bilfington in the 
County of Kent, by performance of that fervice on the Day of the 
K ing’s Coronation. 

Laftly , the Lord Mator of London then prefented the King with 
Winein a Golde n Cup, having a Cover ; of which the King having 
drank,the faid Lord Mair received it for his Fee. 

By this time the day being far {pent, the King Chaving Water 
brought Him by the Earl of Penbroke,and his Afsiftants } wathed , 
and rote from Diner before the third Courfe was brought in; and, 
retiring into the Inner-Court of Wards, He there difrobed Himfelf: 
and from thence went privately to His Barge,which waited for Him 
at the Parliament-Statrs , and foto the Privy-Stairs at White- Hall, 
where He landed. 

Tt isa thing very memorable,that,towards the end of Diner-time 
(although all the former part of the day,and alfo the preceding day, 
in which the King made His Cavalcade through London, were the 
onely fair days, ‘that we enjoyed of many both before, and after) 1 
began to Thunder and Lighten very {marty which, however fome 
fort of People were apt to interpret as ominous, arid ill.boding , yetit 
will be no difficult matter to evidence from Antiquity ,that Accidents 
of this nature, though happily they might aftonifh, and amaze the 
common Droveofmen, were by the moft Prudent, and Sagacious, 
look’d upon as a pro perous,and happy prefage. And of this Virgil gives 

us 
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usa very pertinentExample ( intheeighth Book ofhis Zneids} 
where Evander having addrefled himfelf in a Speech to Aineas for 
aid againft the Hetrurians, and He being follicitous how to anfwer 
his requeft,mark what Sign was immediately fent from Heaven.

The fame ¢4uthor, in another place*, mentions the fame thing «uit, 2 
as a Teftimony of Prayers heard and anfwered ; as when Old Anchi- 
Jes, Seeing the lambent Flame upon his Grand.Child Iulus his Head, 
lifted up his Hands to Heaven, and prayed to Fove for help, and dire.

Scarce had the grave Sire fpoke, when fuddenly

For fo Intonuit levum is interpreted by Servius, according to the 
Maxim of the Antient Aygurs, who interpret Thunder from the 
North, that ts (as they, contrary tothe common Afronomers, ace 
counted if) the left part of Heaven, for a profperous Omen. 

Bur, in reference to our prefent Purpofe, we may proceed to 2 
larger Interpretation, and conclude, that the Heavens, with Vollies 
of. Thunder, and nimble Flafhes of Lightning, feemed to give a 
Plandite, and Acclamation, to this Grand and Sacred Solemnity 5 in 
like manner as we Mortals ufe to clofe our greater Triumphs with 
Fire-works, Bonfires, and the loud Report of our great Ordnance :
